OTTWA (CP) -—'A 23-year-old 
sergeant of the Canadian army, 
who interposed himself between 
an unexploded grenade and his 
comrades and attempted to throw 
| it clear, suffering mortal injuries 
when. it exploded, has been 
awarded the George Cross post- 
humously, Defence Headquarters 
announced today. 

He was Sgt. John Rennie of 
Kitchener, Ont., who served with 
the Canadian Infantry Corps iin 
til his death, Oct. 29, 1943. Ren 
nie was cited for “conspicuous 
courage in the face of extreme 
danger.” The George Cross ranks 


second only to the Victoria Cross. | 


Rennie was supervising gren 
ade throwing by a member of 
his unit at a Canadian training 
camp if England, when a gren- 
ade failed to clear the protective 
embankment and holled back 

| into the throwing area. 

Sft. Rennie dashed forward, in- 
terposing himself between the 
grenade and his comrades, and 

| attempted to pick up the rolling 

grenade and throw it clear, his 
citation said. However, the gren 
ade exploded and Sgt. Rennie 
sustained mortal injuries.
